UNITED  IfelSONERS  UNION 

The  United  Prisoners  Union  is  a  non-profit  California  corporation,  an  organization 
comprised  of  prisoners,  parolees,  their  friends  and  relatives,  and  the  sponsoring  members,  who 
have  joined  in  the  name  of  a  man  currently  incarcerated.  The  Union  is  meant  to  represent  the 
convicted  class  in  their  struggle  toward  dignity  and  justice. 

By  unionization  and  the  forming  of  locals  both  within  and  outside  prisons,  we  hope  to 
bring  about  certain  changes  m  the  legal  status  of,  and  the  attitudes  about,  convicted  men  and 
women.  This  will  be  effected  by  creating  interest  among  legislators,  citizen's  groups  and  the  public 
at  large  in  the  problem  of  prisoners'  rights,  and  eventually  eliminating  the  opportunities  for 
prison  parole  boards  and  administrations  to  abuse  the  powers  they  hold. 

We  feel  that  since  the  parole  boards  and  prison  administrators  are  public  servants, 
they  should  be  responsible  to  the  public  for  their  actions  when  dealing  with  imprisoned  men. 
These  officials  supervise  and  spend  tax  dollars  on  care,  treatment  and  rehabilitative  programs, 
without  ever  having  to  account  for  the  money  spent. 

Support  for  our  position  has  been  offered  by  the  National  Lawyer's  Guild,  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  and  the  United  Auto  Workers.  Other  unions  are  also  offering  their  support 
for  the  aforementioned  and  other  U.P.U.  positions. 

With  the  A.C.L.U.  the  Union  is  working  on  various  class  action  suits  as  well  as  other 
court  tests  of  prisoners'  civil  rights.  These  areas  include  that  of  proper  medical  and  psychiatric 
care,  free  access  to  all  legal  materials,  books  and  periodicals,  and  a  challenge  to  the  right  of  the 
California  Adult  Authority  to  fix  and  refix  sentences  under  the  indeterminate  sentence  law. 

Convicted  men  and  women  have  too  long  been  denied  their  basic  human  rights,  and  have 
been  historically  denied  the  comfort  of  equal  treatment  under  the  law.  Prisoners'  rights,  and 
their  right  to  be  heard,  are,  in  the  Union's  view,  today's  most  viable  alternative  to  the  violence 
of  San  Quentin  and  Attica.

The  Prisoners'  Defense  Coalition  is  an  amalgum  of  defense  and  activist  organizations 
and  individuals  formed  initially  in  support  of  the  courageous  insurrection  by  the  Attica  prisoners. 
The  Coalition  persists  in  its  protest  of  the  massacre  committed  by  the  State  of  New  York  at 
Attica. 

Today,  PDC  is  a  permanent  body  combating  repression  and  racism  in  prisons  throughout 
California,  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  institutions  of  Los  Angeles  County.  Currently  it  is 
engaged  in  a  suit  against  the  County,  charging  it  with  flagrant  violations  of  the  constitutional  and 
human  rights  of  prisoners,  most  of  whom  are  awaiting  trial  and  are  presumed  innocent. 

One  of  the  most  important  battles  being  waged  is  the  fight  to  obtain  and  make  avail- 
able to  prisoners  reading  material  of  all  kinds,  including  that  pertaining  to  the  law.  No  prisoner 
is  allowed  reading  matter  of  his  or  her  choice,  and  very  few  have  access  to  any  legal  literature 
at  all.  A  limited  supply  of  establishment-oriented  books  and  magazines  is  permitted,  but  these  are 
selected  by  jail  officials  and  the  public  library. 

The  PDC  is  fighting  to  meet  the  needs  of  prisoners,  realizing  that  the  first,  and  most 
important,  step  is  the  abolition  of  a  barbaric  penal  system.  PDC  seeks  to  replace  that  system  with 
humane  and  meaningful  care  for  those  few  who  need  it  —  the  remainder,  the  bulk  of  the  prison 
population,  should  be  returned  to  the  community  for  the  training  and  education  that  will  allow 
them  to  become  productive  members  of  society. 

To  this  end,  PDC  is  building  a  mass  movement  of  workers,  unemployed,  welfare  recipients, 
students,  and  others,  of  the  same  class  as  those  in  the  prisons.

Henry  David  Thoreau  was  one  of  the  first  Americans 
to  continue  the  tradition,  established  by  some  aspects  of 
the  Revolutionary  War,  of  the  right  of  the  individual 
conscience  to  set  itself  against  the  state.  He  wrote  this 
essay  as  a  lecture  after  having  spent  a  night  in  jail,  in  1846, 
for  refusing  to  pay  a  poll  tax.  He  was  persuaded  that  the 
war  with  Mexico,  then  in  progress,  was  an  imperialist  land 
grab  by  Southern  states  attempting  to  extend  the  domain 
of  slavery.  Those,  as  he  put  it,  who  wished  to  do  more  than 
wish  their  rights  Godspeed  as  they  flew  by,  were  obligated 
to  put  their  bodies  on  the  line.  The  essay  is  a  seminal  one, 
and  has  influenced  greatly  the  tradition  of  nonviolent 
resistance  that  extends  from  Tolstoy  and  Ghandi  to  David 
Harris  and  Dick  Gregory.

Apocalyptic  writing  is,  in  form,  a  prophetic  genre 
that  previews  the  end  of  an  age  and  the  establishment  of  a  new 
one.  Usually  appearing  in  times  of  great  oppression  and  per- 
secution (hence  the  revival  in  our  time)  it  is  typically  filled 
with  graphic  and  terrifying  accounts  of  the  disasters  that  will 
put  an  end  to  persecution  and  establish  a  new  order.  Because 
this  form  of  prophecy  is  concerned  with  ultimates,  beyond 
space  and  time  and  not  with  history,  it  is  written  in  a  universal 
and  enriched  language  of  myth  and  archetype.  Such  elliptical 
language  additionally  has  the  advantage  of  disguising  historical 
allusions  so  that  they  are  not  recognized  by  the  tyrants  and 
the  unpersuaded  or  unimaginative. 

John's  revelation  is  perhaps  the  grandest  and  most 
comprehensive  known  in  the  Western  world.  Thus  we 
thought  it  an  appropriate  way  to  end  the  year  in  this  apoca- 
lyptic time  -  an  appropriate  transition  from  our  December 
theme  of  persecution  to  our  January  theme  of  Visionary 
Prophecy.  Mitchell  Harding  reads  from  the  New  English  Bible 
translation.
